an- esgential point, Congress will have but
little disposition to make the tariff corre-
spond to his false ealculations.

| The progress made during the last ten years
in incroasing the ratio between the prodnct !
and consumption of iron hasbeen of immeuss

service in increasing national wealth, in de- |
veloping Iatent resources, and in furnishing |

remunerative employment to tens of thou-

sands of industrious citizens. Every year the |
neceasity of dependence upon Great Drituin
for any form of the most usefnl of meafuls
diminishes, and under the present system
the period is rapidly approaching when im-
portations will cease. Our natural resources
are so illimitable, our stock of oreg so varied
and inexhaustible, and suar facilities for en-
larging the existing furnaces or building new
ones are so great, that it would be no didicnlt |
task to make in this conntry, after a fow
years' notice, as much iron as the whols
world comsumes. The cowmparatively high
cost here of labor and capital constitutes the
only difficulty in the way of as complete s |
supremacy in this product as America has
already obtained in sewing munchines; but if
the protective barriers which defend onr iron
companies from ruinous competition are de-
stroyed, onr ores will aguin lie neglected in
their native mines until a wiser generation
shall arise, thousands of workmen will be
thrown out of employment, whole towns will
be abandoned, and large dislriots of Penn-
sylvania and other commonwealths which now
tesm with & busy population will relapse into
their native wildness, while the aggrogate
product of American industry will be mato-
rially diminished, foreign indebtedness will |
inoreass, and in grasping at the worthless
shadow of poor, cheap British iron,the invalu-
able substance of an abundant and service-
able Amerioan product will be lost. Mr.
Wells invokes Congress, at a time whan fur
too mmuch money is spent abroad, and when
the development of every native source of
wealth should be an object of national soli-
citude, to favor this disastrous policy. Even
if his conjectures in regard to the cost of a
product which is formed so exclusively of
home labor and home materials were corract,
the representatives of the people sliould not
adopt his fecommendations; but if they
prove to be, as those who are most familiar
with the subject allege, grossly erroneous,
his free trade propositions should be spurned
with contempt.

DOWN WITH THE INCOME TAX,
Tur repugnance to a continuance of the in-
coms tax increases with the disoussion of its
obnoxious oharacteristies. It is olions tp
those who are exempt becauso that very faot
proclaims their comparative povegty: and it
i1 odious to richer men hecause they are com-
pelled to expose their prosperity to the world,
and thus to subject themselyes to a thonsand
aunoying importunities. It is unjust and
unequal beeause evasions are extremely easy,
and those who do not stickle at false state-
ments readily escape u large portion of their
legitimate burden, while conscien-
tious men nare muloted of the last
farthing due. During the war patriotic eiti-
zens cheerfully submitted to it, and they are
still ready to gontribute to the Government
all the money needed to maintain its eflicionay
and its credit, bnt in a time of peads and
prosperity they feel that tho superfluous ag-
gravation of an exposure of their private affairs |
should be discontinued. The Congress which
established the tax practically mcted on this
theory by limiting its duration, and the
present Congress had much better withstand
the frowns of Commissioner Delano than the
indignation of irate constituencigs, which they
would inevitably evoke by an nnnecessary
continuance of what British as well as
American expericnoe bas proved to be the
most unequal and most unpopular of all
laxes.

A NEW RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT.
A TarexTED priest of the Puseyita branoh of
the Church of England, Rev, Joshua D.

His plan of
operation is somewhat similar to that adopted
by the Dedford Strest Mission of this city,
and he intends to reside mmong, visit fre-

of novelty in the idea of an Englishman,
maintained by English fands, undertaking
misgionary work in the great importing oity
of the United BStates; but there ecan be no
doubt that ample scope will be found there
not only for all his energies, bhat for the self-
sacrificing labors of numerous olthor re-
formers from other portions of the world.

surely are zo tempted to abuse that power, It

| would be worth while for the people of Phila-

delphin now, on this first of the year, whila
renewing their subscriptions to asylums and

| reformatories, to look movre closely into their

management and find how far their charity
actually serves its end. Massive buildings
improved grounds, kitchens, laundries, and
bakery in cloanly order, of which we bonst in
onr nobla charities, are no doubt good things,
but they are only appliances, aud ouatside
appliances. If the boy goes out of the House
of Refuge worse than when he went in, by
herding with lower ruffinns than himself; if
the Magdalen hurries back gladly to her
and the poor lunatio
grows year by year more hopelessly in.
sane from his gonfinement, our magnifi<
cent buildings and laundries and kitchens
are but little to boast of after all.

The point we wish candidly to urge is this;
That our great public charities noed the con.
stant watchful supervision of the press, and
its bold, outspoken criticism. Superintend.
ents and wanagers are but the servants of the
publie, and, faulty men like ourselves, are
peculiarly liable to become the slaves of soma
system, to which they submit their patients
as 50 many sacks of corn thrown into a mill,
The work of cure or reform in large institu-
tions has a natural temdency to become a
mere machinery of routine, in which abso-
lutely no hoed is taken of individual need or
capacity. It is the easy and the common
habit to pass over this matter with a well-
turned phrase of compliment to the board
of managera or skilful suporintendent, but it
is the juster course to remember that the poor,
the insane, the criminals whom these men
have in charge are the wards of the peopls,
whose money i8 largely paid for their sup-
port, and who have a right to know how they
are dealt with.

It is & fact that in some of the largest insti-
tutions of this gity the grossost mismanage-
ment exists, the male department in one of
them being, to use the words of a visiting
physician, a disgrace to humanity. In some of
the hospitals the beds are insufficient awd
vilely cared for; in more than one of the
insane asyluma the superintendent physicians,
by their own adinission, see the patients not
oftoner than once a month, and seme of
them, never, and the young medieal students
in whose eare they are left consign their re-
sponsibility again to the attendauts, Those
attendants are almost invariably of the lowest
elass of Germans and Irish, selected for their
strangth solely. A dglicate, refinod woman,
for instance, whose mind is nnhinged by some
grief or physical cnuse, and who needs, as
never before, the tenderest care and most
watchful skill, is snddenly removed from
home, made the constunt companion of some
stolid, Ignorant woman whom she would net
bhave trusted in her kitchon, probably, and
receives from ber whatever comfort, medioal
supervision, or chance of cure falls to her lot.

Wa speak advigedly in these mattera, It is
time that the fresh outside .air penetrated to
many of our boasted charities, and it shall be
our honest efort to aid in their ventilution
and cleansing, giving honor only where honor
ingustly due.
